Officials Plead Ignorance. 

Washington, June 1.—(Special.)—Wash- 
ington is still in ignorance of the reported 
engagement at Santiago. PY 

Of course everybody believes that some- 
thing must have occurred there, and the 
reports that have coms through newspa- 
per sources have been apparently well 
founded, but it is not believed that there 
can have been more than a brush between 
the fleet and the forts. 

Certainly Schley does not seem to -have 
considered it anything more than that, or

statement of what occurred. While Schliéy 
Was not hampered by iron-bound instruc- 
tions, he was in possession of the knowl- 
edge that the officials here thought it best 
for him t6 kéep Cervera bottled up in San- 
tiago, and await the co-operation of the 
land! forces. There is every reason to be- 
lieve, therefore, that acting on that knowl- 
.edge, he has done nothing more than 
place a few reminders of his presence in- 
side the Spanish’ forts and drive to cover 
the Spanish cruiser which sought to poke 
her nose out of the inner recesses of the 
harbor. :

In a letter ‘to the military committee of 
the house Secretary Alger makes a state- 
ment that is regarded as exceedingly im- 
portant. He asks for something over $3,090,- 
000 for transportation. and states that 
there are now ready 20,000 soldiers for im- 
mediate transportation to Cua, and that 
it is proposed to follow these with 50,000 
more as soon as possible. It is this latter 
statement that is regarded as peculiarly 
significant. The general construction plac- 
ed upon it is that the larger army is to be 
sent across sooner than was expected. 


The Plan of Campaign Outlined. 


Washington, June t.—(By ‘Telegraph to 
The Constitution.)—For the first time since 
the beginning of hostilities there appears 
to be something in the nature of an official 
statement of the plan of campaign of the 
United .States government. 

This is contained in a letter of Secretary 
Alger to the speaker of the house transmit- 
ting ceyain recommendations and \tate- 
ments @ General Laidlaw, which disclosed 
the purpose of the war department to send 
70,000 men tg Cuba, 20,000 to start at once, 
and the remainder just as soon as they 
ean be made ready for departure. Then 
there was an estimate for establishing elec- 
trical communications in connection with 
the army “in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines,’ showing for the fir&t time 
officially an implied intention on the part 
of the government to land troops in Porto 
Rico.

A Previous Fight Off Santiago. 


The first engagement between Commodore 
Schiey's squadron and the Spanish ships 
of Cervera took place Sunday night about 
midnight. Two torpedo boats made a Ces- 
yerate effort to destroy American snips. 
They were stopped in the nick of ‘ime ow- 
ing to the vigilance of the men under Cap- 
tain Philip, of the ‘i‘exas. 

The torpedo boats had cleared the bar- 
bor and were creéping along in the shadow 
of Morro castle and the mountain at the 
entrance -* the harbor. They had irayeled 
two miles to the westward when (he officer 
of the deck on the Texas sighted ‘them 
through his night glasses. Two cf ‘the 
searchlights of the ‘Texas were turned on 
them aad the next instant the men, who 
had been siéeping at the loaded cuns, were 
aroused and at work. 

The flashing of the lights told the Span- 
jards they were discovered and they made 
a quick rush with all speed on toward the 
Brooklyn: and ‘<xas. Before their, bows 
had swung around the crews of the port 
batteries of the Texas were pumping steel 
at them. The rapid fire guns were us@d. 


The din of the guns alarmed the whdie. 


fleet. The machine guns of the. Brooklyn 
were at work a few minutes after the Tex- 
as had started in. The other ships were 
lying further off shore. 

The call to genera) quarters was sounded 
on each in the belief that all of Cervera’s 
fleet was coming: out in a desperate effort 
to escape. Searchlights were played on the 
waters. The Texas and the Brooklyn pour- 
ed such a furious shower of small shells at 
the torpedo boats that the latter were forc- 
ed to turn back and seek safety in the har- 
bor. What damage they sustained is un- 
known. The torpedo boats took shelter 
under the forts amd no attempt to pursue 
was made. It.'s thought that neither vas 
struck, as they retreated quickly end they 
made small targets in the uncertain twi- 


light. . 
The Spaniards did not discharge torpe- 


does. though they got within 500 yards of 
the Texas. 
The greatest vigilance has since been 
maintained at night on the Americam fleet 
to prevent just such attacks as ‘his one 
ras.

Secretary Gage’s Views. | 

June 1.—Secretary ofthe 
Treasury Gage, commenting tonight upon 
the run today on the Bank of Spain, said: 

“The condition of Spain at sea and on 
land, in war and in finance, continues to 
grow worse daily. I am not surprised that 
the present condition confronts the Bank of 
Spain. In endeavoring to support the gov- 
ernment it has undertaken a tremendous 
contract. The bank must continue specie 
payments, or it will be entirely discredited, 
and unless it does continue them the Span- 
ish financial fabric will go to pieces, Span- 
ish bonds ll fall still lower and Spain will 
be in far ae serious condition financaliy 
than she has ever been. Today’s develup- 
ments indicate that the Spanish peop‘e 
themselves are alarmed at the financial 
condition of the country. They evidenily 
fear that the bank will not be able to carry 
out its plans. If its own bank should 
prove’ to be an unsteady prop Spain wil in- 
deed have immense difficulty in raising the 
sinews of war.’ 


WHAT LONDON THINKS. 


| The Santiago Conflict Was but a Play 


To Discover Position. 

London, June 2.—Amid the conflicting ac- 
counts of what has happened at Santiage 
de Cuba it appears certain that there were 
two separate incidents, the Spanish torpedo 
attempt Sunday night and the American 
bombardment or reconnoissance Tuesday 
afternoon. Probably neither will turn of 
great importance as proving that the en- 
trance to the harbor is hctter protected 
by mines and guns that might have been 
anticipated from Admfra]..Dewey’ss experi- 
ence at Manila. — 

It is believed that is all Admiral Samp- 
son desired to discover and that the Span- 
ish senate has little to exult over. Admiral 
Cervera is expected to repeat the .orpedo 
boat attempts, with a view of keeping the 
American squadron as distant as possible 
in order to facflitate his escape.

ture of San Juan’s harbor front, taken

She retired behind a protecting headland 
and was not seen again during the engage- 
ment. 

The Iowa, directed by Captain “Fighting 
Bob” Evans; the Massachusetts, Captain 
F. J. Higginson; Texas, Captain J. W. 
Phillip, and the New Orleans, Captain W: 
M. Folger, kept up their ferrific fire against 
the Morro, Socapa and Punta Gorda forts 
for two hours, their projectiles of enormous 
size doing tremendous damage to the de- 
fenses of the harbor. 

The masonry on Socapa and Morro was 
battered almost into dust and the forms 
of Spanish artillerymen and infantry ccuid 
be plainly seen flying to safety behind the 
neighboring hills. 

The auxiliary cruiser which joined 
Schley’s fleet just before the battle took 
place was hit by she!ls from the forts and 
it is thought she has been seriousiy dam- 
aged by the shells. 

After seeking the protection of a jutting 
headland the Spanish warship continued to 
fire projectiles over the hills toward the 
fleet, but they had no range, not even di- 
rection, to their shots and the shells fel] 
harmlessly into the sea. 7 

That the number of Kiiled and wounded 
on the Spanish side is enormovs no cne 
doubts, for time and again the American 
shells hit the batteries squarely and amid 
the flying masonry and dismantled guns 
the forms of men were described. 

The damage done to the American fleet 
cannot be learned, but it is not thought 
any person was. killed—if indeed, anyone 
Was wounded.

Wheeler's Right To Hold Two Ofices 
at Once, 


T 1S ATTACKED BY MR. BAILEY 


President McKinley’s Former Advoca- 
cy of Free Silver Is Held Up to 
the Light—Tearing Mask 
Off a Bigot in the 
House. 


Washington, June 1:—There were several 
Sensational incidents im both houses of 
congress today. 

In the senate, in referring to the general 
features of the revenue bill, Mr. Chandler 
dechred that the opponents of the existing 
war should not be allowed to make it un- 
popular by the infliction upon the people of 
enormous ani jll-advised taxation. He trg- 
ed that it was better to await the develop- 
ments of the war before making extensive 
provisions forgit. He opposed the issue of 
legal tender. motes. In his opinion, how- 
ever, the proposed coinage of the silver 
seigniorage was an entirely different thing. 
He saw advantages fhat would accrue to 
the country from the conversion of the 
seigniorage into money and- not the least 
danger. He also favored’ an issue of ten 
years’ 3 per cent bonds as the cheapest 
way of raising needed funds for the pros- 
ecution of the war. 
gan a discussion of the financial situation, 
in which he opposed the gold standard and 
advocated bimetallism. 

McKinley’s Silver Record. 

‘Im the course of a discussion of the ad- 
ministration's effort to secure international 
bimetallism, Mr. Chandler criticised Secre- 
tary Gage sharply for the position he had 
assumed in attempting irrevocably to com- 
mit the administration to the gold stand- 
ard and criticised his hostility to silver and 
international bimetallism. 

Speaking of the action of the Teller reso- 
lution, which reaffirmed the Stanley Mat- 
thews silver resolutions, he said that Sec- 
retary Gage had many supporters in the 
republican party. He said that at the head 
of those who voted for the Matthews reso- 
lution in the house was William’ McKinley, 
now president, and in the senate William 
B. Allison, of Iowa. He thought it remark- 
able what was true and honest twenty 
years ago, was true but dishonest now. 
Mr. Chandler said the republican party 
‘did not hesitate to reorganize the supreme 
court in order to assert the right of the 
United States to-issue irredeemable paper 
‘money: He reviewed the various decisions 
of the supreme court on this subject and 
said that national honor was not tn danger 
by coinage of silver if it was not endun- 
gered by the isdue of paper. 

Hoar Grows Wrathy. 

Mr. Hoar, republican, of Massachuseits, 
made a reply to a part of Mr. Chandler's 
remarks, manifesting much indignant fcel- 
ing. He said that whether the secretary 
of the treasury was in financial accord with 
the administration, with the president per- 
eonally or with the senate did not scem to 
him much to affect a bill providing the 
sinews for the existing-war. Referring to 
the charges made by Mr. Chandler that the 
supreme court had been packed ov Presi- 
dent Grant for the purpose of reversing the 
decision, against the constitutionality of le- 
gal tender notes, Mr. Hoar declared that it 
was ‘“‘an infamous and vile slander upon 
an eminent citizen of Massachusetts (Attor- 
ney General Hoar), a man long since dead, 
whose reputation is untarnished and whose 
fame is dearer to me than is the remaining 
portion of my life. ‘Stating my belief that 
the homorable senator (Mr. Chandler) has 
been misled, I declare upon my responsib.1- 
ity as a senator and as a gentleman, the 
charge that the supreme court was packed 
to declare the issue of legal tender notes 
constitutional is as vile a slander as ever 
thrust up its dirty-headed stump.” 

Mr. Hoar then gave a circunistantial 
account of the constitution of the supreme 
court at that time and of the changes ifn 
it that were made about that time. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hoar’s remarks, 
Mr. Chandler immediately disclaimed any 
intention either to criticise or asperse Pres. 
ident Grant or Attorney General Hoar, 
“that distinguished son of Massachuseits.” 
and he did not think such a change was 
a fair deduction from h's remarks. 

Two Offices at Once. 

Today’s session of the house was given 
to the‘ consideration and passage of. a bill 
called. up by Mr. Jenkins, republican, of 
Wisconsin, to remove all political disabil- 
ities incurred by the third section of the 
fourteenth amendment to the constitution. 
The debate gave rise to notable specches 
from Mr. Gro.uvenor, republican, of Ohio, 
and Mr. Settle, democret, of Kentucky. 
upon the obliteration of all. sectional feel- 
ing and the reality -at last of a reunited 
country. 

Incidental to the debate several members 
reviewed the conclusion that a member-of 
congress could not hold simultaneously a 
military and civil office.

PROGRESS OF THE TAX BiiLlL. 


The Senate Refuses to Levy a Tax on 
Corporations. 

Washirgton, June 1—Marked progress 
Was made by the senate today toward the 
final disposition of the war revenue meas- 
ure. The committee amendments on nearly 
sixty pages of the Dill were passed upon 
and the senate nearly reached the princi- 
pal questions at issue between the con- 
tending parties.

GENERAL MILES AND STAFF AT TAMPA 


The Rainy Season in Florida Has Set 
In—Great Activity Is Display- 
ed and the Transports Are 


che 


Being Filled with the 
Troops. 


Tampa, Fla., June 1.—(Special.)—The -in- 
vasion of Cuba is now an assured fact. 

An offic'al notice of the complete success 
of the expedition in command of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel J. H. Dorst, which sailed from 
this port on the steamer Florida two weeks 
ago, carrying arms and ammunition, com- 
missary supplies, horses and mules for the 
insurgent army under General Garcia, be- 
sides one of the largest and best equipped 
body of men that has yet volunteered for 
service in the cause of Cuba, was posted 
on the bulletin board at army lheadquar- 
ters today. The notice read as follows: 

The Officers’ Announcement. 

“Colonel Dorst returned to Key West 
yesterday, after landing a successful expe- 
dition on the northeast coast of Cuba. He 
landed at point Banes, directly north across 
the island from Santiago de Cuba. He took 
with him from Tampa over 400 Cubans ful- 
ly armed and equipped, to some extent 
drilled, and landed these, together with 
over a million rounds of ammunition, be- 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 Springfield rifles, and 
a steamer load of munitions Of war, includ- 
ing horses and mules.” 

The Third Successful Landing. 

This makes the third successful expedi- 
tion in landing. munitions of war and 
armed Cubans on the coast of Cuba. Colo- 
nel Dorst was the first to land American 
trocps on Cuban soil, and to raise the 
American flag on those shores. He was al- 
so the first to whip a body of Spanish 
troops in which the commanding officer 
ana two -or three men were killed, and he 
is the first to capture one of the deep wa- 
ter ports on the north coast of Cuba. It 
is a little singular that while -at almost 
the same time that Commodore Schicy was 
inclosing the-Spanish fleet in the port of 
Santiago de Cuba, Colonel Dorst was, and 
had been for two days, unjoading munitions 
of war in a port directly north and within 
sixty miles of it. 

General Miles Arrives. 
* Major General Nelson A. Miles, com- 
mander-in-chief of the United States army, 
is now in Tampa. The general, with, his 
staff anda large office force, arrivcd here 
today over the Florida Southern and Pen- 
insular railroad from Washington and es- 
tablished his headqtgrters at the Tampa 
Bay notel. Mrs. Miles, Miss Miles and 
Sherman A. Miles were also in the party. 
General Miles was apparently thoroughly 
tired out by his hot journey and remained 
in the hotel all @ay conversing over the 
sithation with Generals Shafter and Whee- 
ler and renewing old acquaintances among 
the veterans who were with him on the 
frontier. 
The Rainy Season. 

The rainy season on the Florida coast 
may now be said to have fairly commenc- 
er. A terrific thunder storm was experi- 
enced here today. The rainfall for half 
an hour was simply enormous, but, the 
ground, dried. into powder by a drought 
that has lasted fer eight months, readily 
absorbed most of it and but little discom- 
fort was caused among the camps of the 
soldiers. A few tents were blown down by 
the occasional squalls, and some lively 
scrambling among the unfortunate occu- 
pants of these tents resu!ted, but "no ma- 
terial damage was done. 

The Dust and Heat. 

The dust and heat for the past two 
weeks have been almost unbearable and 
in consequence drilling hours in many 
cases have been shortened, it being simply 
impossible for even the regular troops, har- 
dened as they are, to stand it. 

Lieutenant J. D. Miley, of General Sheaf- 
ter's* staff, has returned.

The Chaplains Meet. . 

All of the chaplains who wiil accompany 
the troops of the United States into Cuba, 
or wherever else the soldiers may be sent, 
will wear uniforms with a distinctive badge 
of their calling on the collars of. the'r 
coats.

There was a strong feeling, -how- 
ever, against emphasizing the military 
character of chaplains, and for this reason 
the matter until this time has been dllowed 
to rest; but opinion on this subject has 
recently undergone a change, and the 
chaplains now believe there are many 
reasons why they should have a distinctive 
mark by which they may be easily recog- 
nized, thus enabling them to he of better 
service to the soldiers in the fleld.

General Miles promptly au- 
thorized the chaplains to wear e color 
of the new kharki cloth uniforms now 
being distributed to the troops for summer 
wear, a light brown.

the telegram ‘is referred to the 
genera] for reply, that under the “immune” 
account he is designated to raise regiments 
of immune negroes in North Carolina and 
Virginia and desires to know what are the 
facilities at Raleigh for rendezvous of such 
troops. The adjutant general replies that 
the Second regiment is here and that the 
faciiities are Hmited and that the gov- 
ernor nas refused to mobilize his own ne- 
gro Lattnalion at Raleigh for fear of race 
corflict. The adjutant general advises that 
the imnmunes be mobilized at Fort Macon 
with the negro volunteer battalion now 
being mustered in there. The reason why 
the negro troops are mobilized at Fort 
Macon is its isolation. Many \ersons are 
dcubtful where any considerable number 
of negroes will enlist save under negro of- 
ficers, as their leaders are insisting that 
they ought to be directly officered sclely by 
negroes.

The British Steamer Belvidere Wrecked 
on the Rocks, 


PROMINENT CUBANS WERE ON BOARD 


They Fall Into the Company of Span- 
ish Soldiers, but Manage to Es- 
cape Unobserved—Arrival 
of Vice President 
Capote. 


Philadelphia, June 1—-The Norweg an 
steamer Kong Frode arrived at her dock in 
this city today from Port Antonio, having 
On hoard the crew and passengers of the 
British steamer Belvidere, which was 
wrecked on the night of May 25th on the 
coast of Cuba near Cape Maysi. All on 
beard the’ ,Belv'dere were saved, but the 
passengers and most of the crew lost near- 
ly all their personal baggage. 

Prominent among those on board the 
Belvicere was Domingo M. Capote. Vice 
presicent of the Cuban republic, and A. 
Herrera, his chief of staff. These men 
bear important dispatches to the Cuban 
junta in this cuuntry, and it was by mere 
chance that Senor Capote und h‘s eom- 
panions are not new prisoners of Spanish 
soldiers in Cuba. After coming ashore 
from the Belvidere on Cape Maysi, they 
came across a small body of Spaniards, 
with whom ‘they conversed but managed to 
remain unrecognized. . 

How the Wreck Happened. 

The Belvidere struck at 11:30 Pp. m., May 
2oth, on the cliffs about two miles south- 
west of Quenado. It was soon noticed 
that the steamer was lying about six yards 
from the cliffs and was hard and fast 
on the-rocks. A line of planks was ruin 
to the shore and the passengers were taken 
to the top of the cliff. The next morning 
it was decided to reach Cape Maysi light- 
house, A number of the party, accom- 
panied by the ladies, started out, and after 
walking about seven miles reached the 
lighthouse. Lieutenants Hermmandez and 
Fstbano and about eightecn Spanish sol- 
diers then came to the scene of the wreck. 
Vice. President Capote and Senor erera 
were ins:de the tent, and were unobserved 
Or passed by unmoticed by the soldiers. 
Mr. Capote's secretary, however, was in 
conversation with the Spanish officers, but 
as he spoke Engiish well, they did not eus- 
pect him. -Thew left soon after supplying 
the wrecked persons with liquors and dry 
clothing, 

Chief Officer Cromwell, of the wrecked 
steamer, speaks highly of the Spanish cffi- 
cers’ conduct, and siated that one of tnem 
had said:- 

“We would do this even if we knew jou 


’ were Americans,’’ 


On Thursday night the weather cleared 
and on Friday morning the Kong Frode 
hove in sight and sent small boats to the 
side of Belvidere. 

Vice Presiient Capote Talks. 

Vice President Capote, in an iniérview 
with a reporter for the Associated Press, 
said that he and his party left Cuba in 
an open boat. After being on the water 
forty hours they reached Falmouth, Jamai- 
ca. From there they went to Kingston and 
embarked on the Belvidere. Senor Cepote 
refused to state his mission to this coun- 
try except that he carried important papers 
from tne Cuban cap-tal to the jinta in this 
country. 

The vice president said that the Cuban 
army is not in the best of condition for 
effective co-operation with the American 
army. He stated that the Cubans were 
armed with Rem'‘ngton and mauser rifles, 
mest of which have been captured from the 
Spaniards, The Cuban army, however, was 
shert of’ ammunition, but it was aecus- 
tomed to fight with little ammun:tion, he 
said, and it wll fight anyhow. 

Senor Capote said that at present there 
are 10,000 Cuban soidicrs_in the province 
of Santiago. 
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SINKING OF THE JANE GRAY. 


Thirty-Four People Lose Their Lives 
Near Kotzebue Soucd 

Seattle, Wash., June 1.—The schooner 
Jane Gray, which sailed from Seattle for 
Kotzebue sound on the li$th of May with 
sixty-one people on board, foundered Sun- 
day, May 22d, about ninety miles west of 
Cape swan $ at 2 o’clock in the morning, 
while Tying to in a moderate gale under 
foresail. 

Ten minutes after the alarm was given 
she lay at the dottom of the ocean with 
thirty-four of her passengers.

Captain Crockett gives the following ac- 
count of the wreck: 

“We were lying to to mend our foresail. 
A moderate gale was blowing and the seas 
were running high. I had gone to bed and 
was gound aslesp wher. the watchman 
awakened me with the announcement that 
something was wrong, I arosre at once and 
found the vessel le.zking. A hurried in- 
vestigation showed that she would son 
sink and I at once notified the passengers 
of the situation. Most of them were asieep 
urdérneath the deck. A scene of confusion 
then took place and it is impossible to give 
any detailed account of the events that 
followed. The darkness added to the con- 
fusion. The Jane Gray carried two life 
boats and two launches. I at once ordered 
the boats lowered. The first life boat was 
SWumpec. A launch belonging to a 
pecting party was successfully lowered. At 
this time the Jane Gray was almost under 
water. A heavy sea scruck her, throwing 
eher on her beam. There was no time to 
Jaunch other boats. The water was over 
her hetches and every one below was cer- 
tainiv drewned. Those on deck, however, 
fot in the launch. As the launch drifted 
away from the almost submerged schooner 
we saw eight or ten men standing on the 
lee rail clinging to the rigging. Soon they 
disappeared from sight. Two of them kept 
afloat by slinging to bundles of boat Jum- 
ber. Two houts after they were picked up 
by our launch, making twenty-seven in all 
we had with us. We improvised a geil and 
paddles after drifting tnirty hours, finally 
landing inside of Rugged Point, Kenquot 
Sound, on Vancouver Island, e‘ghty miles 
from the scene of the wreck. An Indian 
who chanced to come along informed us 
that the village of Kenquot was but six 
miles away. We went there and found the 
schooner Favorite becalmed and afranye- 
ments were made to carry our party to Vic- 
toria. We reached there just in time to 
catch the steamer for Seattle.’’ 

The Jane Gray was a schooner of 1,90 
tons burden. She was built at Bath, Me., 
in 1°87. 


THE NEW CALL FOR TROOPS. 


Adjutant General Corbin Has Com- 
pleted Plans for Recruitment. 
Washington, June 1.—Adjutant General 
Corbin today completed arrangements for 
the recruitment of 75,000 additional troops 
under the second cai for volunteers. Pubii- 
cation of the apportionment of the different 
States and territories at this time would 
tend to embarrass and delay the officials of 
the department in the organization of the 
new regiments. The .adjutant general of. 
tM army recently addressed telegrams to 
the: governors of the different states and 
territories in regard to the second call for 

troops in form as follows: 

“Under the first call for 125,000 mén on _y 
eighty-one men were enlisted per company. 
.The maximum number contemplated is 106 
enlisted men per company of infantry, i09 
per troop of cavalry, i173 per iight battery, 
200 per heavy battery, 1,326 of all grades per 
of infantry, consisting of. three 
battalions of four companies each. The 
president wishes to apply so much of the 
second call for 75,000 as may be necessary 
to fil organizations already in the service 
from your state to the maximum  iust 
stated.”’ 

Fifty-two thousand troops wi!l be requir- 
ed to fill the regiments already started, 
leaving only 23,000 troops to be mustered in 
for the organization of entirely new regi- 
ments. 

With the exception of orfe regiment in 
Iowa‘and some troops in Kentucky the 
mustering of volunteers under the first call 
of the president is completed. Adjutant 
General Corbin announced tonight that a 
trifle over 123,000 men had been mustered 
into the United States service. Nearly all 
of the troops have been expected to reach 
One or another of the important camps and 
the last few thousand are now en route to 
the destinations.

Exhibition. 


Omaha, Neb., June 1.—Amid the music of 
a hundred bands, the cheers of a hundred 
thousand people, the blasts of many whis- 
tiles and the waving of innumerable flags, 
the trans-Mississippi and International ex- 
position was dedicated today. 

Everything contributed to the smooth- 
ness of the final hours of preparations, and 
nothing occurred to mar the occasion. At 
9:30 o’clock a. m. the great civic parade 
Started on its march from the center of the 
city to the grounds. The National Marine 
band led the splendid pagearit, and a hun- 
dred musical organizations frdm the various 
States of the middle west contributed to the 
occasion. ' 

The parade was three miles long, con- 
Sisting of the officers and guests of ‘the 
exposition in@carriages, the semi-military 
Organizatidns and all the secret societies 
of this and adjacent states. Early the 
Special trains had begun to unload their 
railroad men estimated 
that at least 100,000 people had arrived. 
These mingled with the citizens of Omaha 
ard formed one solid phalanx along the 
route of the parade for ten miles. 

Rev. Dr. Samuels, of St. Louis, opened th 
exercises at-the grounds with an appeal 
to “He who doeth all things well’ to show- 
er His blessings on the enterprise and the 
people of the trans-Mississippi region espe- 
cially, President Wattles, Hon. J. Ik. 
Weter, of Omaha, and Hon. John L, Bald- 
win,.of Council Bluffs, eulogized the oc- 
casion. ! 

The President Talks. 

President .McKinley addressed the as- 
eembled multitude by a long-distance te'le- 
phone and touched the electric button in the 
blue rocm of the white house. He spoke 
as follows: 

“Hon. George Wattles, president Trans- 
Mississippi and International Exposition, 


Omaha, Neb.—The cordiality of the invita-. 


tion extended to me to be present at the 
opening of your exposition is deeply ap- 
preciated, and I more deeply regret that 
public duties prevent me from leaving the 
capital at this time. 

“The events of a memorable half century 
which ‘tthe trans-Mississippi and Interna- 
tional exposition commemorates are inter- 
woven with the history of the whole nation, 
and are of surpassing importance. The 
mighty west affords most striking evidence 
of the splendid achievements and possibil- 
ities of our people. It is a matchless 
‘tribute to the energy and endurance of the 
pioneer, ‘while its vast agricultural develop- 
ment, its progress in manufactures, its ad- 
vancement in the arts and sciences and ‘in 
all departments of education and endeavor 
has been inestimable contributions to the 
civilization and wealth of the world.- No- 
where have the unconquerable determina- 
tion, self-reliant strength and sturdy man- 
hood of our citizenship been more forcibly 
illustrated. In peace or war the men and 
women of the west have ever been in the 
vanguard. 

“I congratulate the management upon its 
magnificent enterprise, and assure all who 

articipate jin this undertaking of the deep 
nterest which the government has in its 
success. WILLIAM McKINLEY.” 

The ceremony at the white house was 
brief, and was conducted with little formal- 
ity. The members of the Nebraska dele- 
gation in congress, accompanied by the 
ladies of their families, assembled at the 
white house and were presented to the 
president by Representative Mercer. Some 
difficulty -was encountered in - getting a 
clear wire to Omaha, but at 1:50 o’clock 
everything was in readiness and the presi- 
dent, stepping to the instrument, pressed 
the button which set in motion the exposi- 
tion machinery about 1,500 miles. away. 
After thanking the president for his 
the party withdrew and joined 
in the following congratulatory telegram to 
the president of the exposition: 

‘Nebraska delegation assembled in ex- 
ecutive mansion extend their congratula- 
tions upon the auspicious beginning of: so 
vast an enterprise as the trans- Mississippi 
and International expositfon, and regret 
their inability to be present and personally 
participate in its achievements.’’

AN ANCIENT WEAPON. 


It Was Used by the Spaniards Away 
Back in the Sixteenth Century. 
Washington, June 1.—Secretary Alger has 
received from Ocean Springs, Miss., a Span- 
ish weapon known asa muleta, which is said 
to be used by matadors in bullfights. It was 
sent by Newcomb Clark, of that place, who 
said the weapon had an interesting his- 
tory, having been made early in the six- 
teenth century. The sender recalled that in 
dismantling a Spanish fort in St. Augustine, 
early in the civil war, in one of the case- 
ments there .was found the remains of a 
dozen men who unquestionably had been 
imprisoned there. Among other things dis- 
covered with their skeletons was the muleta 
sent to the secretary. It came into the 
Ssender’s possssion in 1864 from a soldier who 
reported that he had found it at the place 
indicated. The weapon is about fourteen 
inches long, made of twisted hide which 
on the end is fitted into a cylinder of iron 
or steel. Attached to the iron cylinders are 
a number of small rings which presumably 
serve for the purpose ‘of attaching to the 
thongs with instruments of torture at thelr 
end. The curiosity will be presented to the 

president by Secretary Alger.

“We gave away 4,000 hymn books and 
the demand exhausted our supply, and 
there were numberless calls for Bibles. Out 
of the five camps we wére able to operate 
in but two at a time, and this was not at 
all satisfactory. There will be plenty of 
work for evangelists in the camps, for 
the troops are constantly changing, and 
there will be enough to do to Keep a corps 
of men busy for six. months.” 

Dr. Dixon was very earnest in his plea 
for missionary work among the soldiers 
ond said that he considered it of grave 
importance. 

yatcr he spoke upon the subject of ‘‘Lov- 
ing hKincness,”’ and proved himself to be a 
very earnest speaker. 

Dr. Dixon will preach at the Third Bap- 
tist church tonight and a large congregation 
will doubtless be present.

When Colonel Candler, in response to 
-demands that came to him from all parts 
of the state, consented to become a can- 
didate for the democratic nomination 
for governor, those who felt that they 
had been insulted by his demand for 
fair play and honest methods were 
prompt to start the ote cry of sectional- 
ism, 

It would seem on the face of it to be a 
_ very cute cry, but We have never known 
{t to have any weight with the people. 
It. has been put forward in various 
shapes, as ‘“‘South Georgia ought to httve 
a chance,” or “Give middle Georgia @ 
showing,” or “It is about time for north 
Georgia to get a slice.” It has been 
employed in various ways and for vari- 
ous offices, but we have never known it 
to have the slightest weight when the 
people cast their votes. 

Nevertheless, the cry was started anew 
when Candler announced his readiness 
- to serve the people if they wanted him. 
The only effect of the renewal of the 
- geographical argument:-this far has been 
to call out a southeast Georgia candidate 
who does not now live in southeast 
Georgia, and a middle Georgia candidate 


" who is perfectly willing to be credited 


to any section of the state. 

It is not at all unnatural that the dem- 
ocratic voters of the state should fail to 
respond to the geographical or sectional 
argument. There ts nothing in it. The 
inain thing, when an important office is 
to be filled, is to secure the services of a 
man throughly capable, thoroughly in 
touch with the people—a man who would 
be entirely at home in, and in complete 
sympathy with, any part of the state and 
all parts; who might be depended-on to 
understand and promote, so far as he had 
power to do so, the special interests of 
every geographical division of the com- 
monwealth. 

In choosing their governors thus far, 
the people of Georgia have’ been very 
successful in securing the services of 
men capable of appreciating the state 
as a whole. If they have made any mis- 
takes in the matter, the results have not 
been serious. It is worthy of note, too, 
that in looking over the state, we find 
that the executives who have dis-

who, by reason of their poverty and the 
necessity of hard work, were keenly 
and closely in touch with the common 
people. 

Allen D. Candler is just such a man 
and the people know it. Whether we 
find him plowing in the fields, or gaining 
an education by the light of a pine knot, 
or fighting the battles of his state and 
section, or leading what was felt to be 
forlorn democratic hope in the mount- 
gins, or facing a storm of slanderous 
abuse—in all contingencies and under 
all circumstances, he is complete master 
of himself and all his resourees, honest 
and fearless, a plain man of the people, 
open; blunt, with nothing to conceal, 


and no ambition except to serve the peo- 


ple to the best of his ability. 

Such a man belongs to all sections of 
his state, and in Georgia, in a most spe- 
cial sense, represents all classes and con- 
ditions of the people. This is so well 
understood by the voters that we risk 
nothing in saying that when the returns 
or next Monday’s election are all in, it 
will be. found that he has carried more 
counties south of Macon—south of a line 
drawn across the state and intersecting 
Bibb county—than his two opponents 
_put-together.. This, on the face of it, 
4s @ mete assertion, but we do not put it 
forward without substantial reasons. 
All the indications are that the demo.- 
cratic voters of the wiregrass region 
have instinctively turned to Candler as 
the proper man to take charge of the 


affairs of state at this juncture.

. Our Modern Ironclads. 


In the current issue of Cassier’s Maga- 
zine Lieutenant E. W. Aberle. of the 
United States navy, calls attention to 
what he considers to be one of the 
Brave defects in the equipment of our 
modern battleships. Says this officer: 

When the United Sta 
menced building a navy the policy was to 
have her ships armed with more guns and 
with guns of greater range than were car- 
ried by the war vessels of other nations. 
That policy wis carried out in our early 
wars and history records splendid victories, 
and these victories were made possible by 
the large numbér of long-range guns ecar- 
ried by our ships. 

Up to the time of designing the battle- 
ships that are now on the stoc KS, Our unin- 
terrupted policy had been to build ships 
that excelled wm battery al! foreign ships of 
the same class, and the Oregon class main- 
tained this policy, as their eight-ineh guns 
far outclass the six-inch guns of foreign 
battleships. However, in our latest battle- 
Ships we have completely abandoned the 
policy that we had held to for a century, 
as these ships“are designed to be, the equal 
of foreign battleships in armament, gun 
for gun, and not superior. 

We have abandone@ the splendid 
inch guns which made the Oregon eiass 
Superior in armanient to any ship afloat, 
and now we have nothing but six-ineh guns 
to back up the thirteen-inch. I think this 
is a very unwise departure from the policy 
that always brought us victory in our past 
wars; and should the Alabama class engage 
with ships of the same class I fear that the 
victory would hang in the balanee, while it 
would be insured had our ships been given 
the eight-inch guns.’’ 

We do not presume to pass judgment 
upon the criticism which Lieutenant 
Aberle makes in the foregoing extract, 
but we do venture to suggest that before 
this country undertakes to build any 
more heavy ironclads it might be well 
to carefully consider what this apparent- 
ly well-informed officer has.to say on the 
subject.

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An Outrage. 


In the midst of war’s alarms, when 
everybody seems to be anxious to lay 
aside partisanship in order to promote 
the best interests of the country, it be- 
comes our painful duty to call attention 
to the fact that some of the republican 
partisans in Washington wave not al- 
lowed an access of patriotism to disturb 
them in their sinister pursuits. 

We desire to call attention to the fact 
that the citizens of a town in Mississip- 
pi containing.a povulation of 600 inhab- 
itants have been unlawfully and there- 
fore unjustly deprived of their consti- 
tutional right to enjoy and participate 
in the mail and postal facilities of the 
government which they are taxed so 
support. 

The facts of the case, so far as we 
have been able to learn them, are these: 
A negro postmaster was appointed to 
serve the people. This appointment, 
viewed entirely apart from the color or 
the appointee and the prejudices that 
grow out of it, was pernicious in its in- 
fluence. A postoffice is, in a special 
way, the property of the people who re- 
ceive the benefits thereof, and the peo- 
ple have a right to resent any appoint- 
ment, white or black, that_is obnoxious 
to them. In a.small community, such 
as that in which the people have been 
outrageously deprived of their constitu- 
tional rights, the people of all degrees 
and conditions are brought in direct con- 
tact with the postmaster, and as the peo- 
ple, and not the administration, are taxed 
to support the office, they havea right to 
demand that some person not obnoxious 
to them shal! serve in the office. 

In this case a negro was appointed. 
Naturally enough the fact came to his 
ears that~it would be agreeable neither 
to him nor the people to serve as post- 
master. Therefore he took a very sen- 
sible .step. He resigned, But now 
comes what may be termed the revenge 
of Hanna. No successor has been ap- 

pointed, and this town of 600 inhabitants 
is without postal facilities—without a 
postoffice. The people are compelled by 
this outrageous suppression of their 
rights by political partisans to get their 

mail at.a postoffice twenty miles distant. 

Here we see partisan activity of the 
most pegmicious and sinister stripe man- 
ifested at a moment when the people of 
all sections. of the country have been 
drawn into closer sympathy by the 
event of a war with a forqgn power. Mr. 
McKinley may not be responsible for 
this special display of party meannes>. 
but it has been connived at amd accom- 
plished by those for whose acts he is re- 
sponsible. 

it is a blot on his administration, It is 
on intolerable abuse oi party power. The 
president would not dare to deprive a 
northern community of its mail facilities 
because an obnoxious postmaster had re- 
signed.

There were occasions during the war 
when some of the confederate soldiers were 
anything but apostles of sweetness and 
light 

Early in the trouble the notorious Louisi- 
ana Tiger Zouaves came through Atlanta 
on thelr wav to Virginia. For hours before 
heir arrival telegrams kept the wires hot 
advising our citizens to keep out of the 
way. Rumors reached here of the murder- 
ous assaults made by the Zouaves upon 
people en route, and just before the train 
Wig due in tre afternoon the women, chil- 
dren and timid citizens were in a state bor- 
dering en hysterics. 

When the train rolled in the Tigers began 
jumping off before it stopped under the 
carshed, and they at once scattered in evy- 
ery direction looking for liquor. The sight 
of their bronzed, foreign-looking faces and 
their bizarre untiorms seared the spectators 
into fits, and most of the non-combatants 
made a rush for their homes, where they 
bolted their doors and did not again ven- 
tura out until the next day. 

‘The Zouaves had a few fights among 
themselves, but they did not bother the in- 
habitants as much as had been expected. 
They were so noisy and threatening, how- 
ever, that the provost guard rounded them 
up at night and penned them up “inthe 
ola courthouse yard, where Dr. D’Alvigney 
made a speech to them in French, which 
bad the effect of putting them in a good 
humor. 

The next morning they went on their way 
to the great relief of everybody. 


Some of the confederates were in such 
hard luck and so wretched that they looked 
upon all civilians ag their enemies ang 
treated them acwordingly. 

They were very mad when some foolish 
councilman offered an ordinance requiring 
the soldiers to wall in the streets and not 
on the sidewalks, and it was a long time be- 
fore they forgot the insult. 

Young men with nice clothes had a hard 
time when the veterans from the front miet 
them on the sireets. 

A favorite pastime of the soldlers was to 
corner a young dude in cijizen’s costume 
and worry him with their mock politeness, 

“tHiowdy, Miss Fanny!” would be their 
salutation to one of these young Men, when 
they caught him on Whiteham or Peavch- 
tree, and then they would stand around him 
ang bar his progress. 

'“Hope you are well, Miss Fanny,” they 
would say. ‘“‘Does your mother know you re 
out? 

Others would join the crowd and address 
tite embarassed young man in the Most af. 
fectionate terms, taiking to him jus: as 
they would to a sweetheart. Finally, when 
he made hia eseape, shouts of augh:er and 
jeers would follow him as he disappeared 
around the corner. 

Altogether, war times are very different 
now, Sor far as Atianta is coneerned. We 
have a bigger city now, and can handie a 
crowd better than in the olj days. That 
makes a2 difference, and it should als» be 
recollected that the war has not progressed 
fay enough to make men forget the man.

“Ordered, That the committee on public 
buildings and grounds be and is hereby 
directed to report to the board a desirable 
and feasible arrangement for securing plans 
and specifications, superintendence and 
construction, etc., for building an annex 
to the present courthouse, the same to be 
located on the ht on Pryor street now 
owned by the. county and the expenditure 
not to exceed the amount of funds now on 


hand for courthouse purposes. . 
“2? That the fund raised for new court- 


house purposes, amounting to $100,005, shall 
be used for erecting an annex to the court- 
house upon the lot aforesaid under such 
plans and specifications and contract as 
.may be determined by the board.”’ 

As a substitute for this resolution Com- 


missioner Rosser introduced one which 


made provision for repairing the present 
courthouse and putting it in such shape 
that it would be almost as good as a new 
building. The resolution provided that the 
amount over and above the cost of the 
work be applied to reducing the tax rate 
of the county. 

On this resolution the question arose. as 
to whether or not the county: could use 
the new courthouse fund for any purpose 
other than the erection of a new building. 
The resolution was lost and the one offered 
by Mr. Spalding was passed, 

The resolution by Mr. Spalding winding 

D 
up the new courthouse®matter, which was 
passed, is as follows: 

“Ordered, That the committee on public 
buildings and grounds be and is hereby 
directed to take up the existing contracts 
and arrangement between the county and 
W. T. Downing, Grant Wilkins and J. H. 
Dinwiddy touching the building of a new 
courthovse, and that they report their 


acts and doings and make their recom- 
mendations to the board for information.” 


There seems to be some difference of 
opinion among the’ 14embers of the board 
as to just how the plans and specifications 
and confract for the erection of the annex 
should be obtained. Commissioner Spalding 
and others are opposed to a competitive 
contest and during the meeting yesterday 
Mr. Spalding remarked that the present 
courthouse was a result of.this manner of 
obtaining plans.

avenue and requested the commissioners to 
take some action on this matter. 

In the discussion of the resolution passed 
by council in which the aid of the county 
was. asked the commissioners did not think 
the resolution was quite clear enough be- 
cause the exact amount of work tc be done 
by the city was not stated. 

The board was unanimously in favor of 
doing half the work on Edgewood avenue, 
but in order that there might be no mis- 
“take as to exactly what the county would 
do the following resolution was prepared 
and unanimously passed:

County Commissioners Were in Session 
Three Hours Yesterday. 


MEETING WAS A LIVELY ONE 


Would Not Pay Insolvent Cost Bills of 
the Clerk and Sheriff.

Commissioner Adair’s Spirited «Speech 
Explaining His Vote on the In- 
solvent Cost Resolution. 


county commissioners yesterday after- 


[co regular monthly meeting of the 
noon occupied three hours and during 


the course of that time -many 
statements were made and the meeting was 
quite as Warm as ‘the weather. 

rhe matter of paying the insolvent costs 
of the court officials of Fulton county was 


one of the first questions brought before the 


commissioners and before it was disposed 
of there had been much wrangling ~ and 
nuniberless resolutions. 

Kach member of. the 
thing tc say in regard to the 
costs and a written opinion from County 
Attorney Rosser figured in the fore-front of 
the proceedings. 

For a while it®> looked as 
would refuse to pay the bills of the so- 
licitor general, clerk and sheriff, but the 
matter was finally settled by the adoption 
of a resolution to pay the insolvent costs 
of Solicitor Hill and of a resolution re- 
ferring those of the clerk and sheriff to 
the finance committee with power to act. 
The board refused to pay the bills of the 
clerk and sheriff without first allowing the 
the finance commit-

matter to go before 
tee. 

The finance committee will meet this af- 
ternoon at 3 o’clock and the meeting prom- 
ises to be lively. It is likely that the same 
grounds will be gone over and a warm 
fight will doubtless ensue. 

The matter of paying insolvent costs of 
court officials came before the board ‘yes- 
terday afternoon when _ Solicitor General 
Hill appeared and asked to be neard. He 
made a brief talk, in which he outlined 
his position and quoted law bearing on his 
case. He said he believed himself enti- 
tled, under the law, to what he asked for. 
The grand jury, he said, had approved his 
bill as required by law and he thought it 
should be passed up by the board. He 
stated that he had fortunately or unfortu- 
nately been able to collect only two bonds 
during his fourteen years of office 
these had come clése. together, making his 
pro rata larger than usual. A glance at 
his statement since 1834, he said, would give 
a better idea of the matter. 


Vote on the Resolution. 


The opinion of the cOunty attorney stat- 
ing that he ‘believed the costs should be 
paid was read and after a considerable 
amount of discussicn a resolution to the 
effect that the bill or the solicitor general 
be paid was introduced and passed by a 
vote of three to two. 

When his name was called by the clerk 
Commissioner Adair voted aye, explain.ng 
his vote by saying: “I am obliged to vote 
to pay the bill because County Attorney 
Rosser, in his written opinion, which 1 
hold in my hand, says We have no discre- 
tion, but are compelled to pay it. However, 
although the bill may be perfectly legal, 
it is against my best judgment that the 
taxpayers should be made to pay the. so- 
licitor $3,000 per annum in the face of the 
fact that ‘his statement, just rendered, 
shows that during the past twelve months 
he has collected in fines and forfcitures 
over $13,0C0."’ 


Chairman Brown voted ‘‘no,”’ stating that 


he did not think the act covering the mat- 


ter should have been so changed as to 
make the amount. $3,000 and did not think 
the board had a right to pay ‘over $3,000. 
The other commissioners voted favorably 
ta the resolution. 
Bills of Clerk and Sheriff. 

Commissioner Spalding introduced a reso- 
lution to the effect that the insolvent cost 
bills of the sheriff and clerk be referred 
to the finance committee with power to 
act. 

Jucge Kkosser, chairman of the finance 
committee, opposed this on the ground 
that it was-a matter on which the entire 
board should act, 

Commissioner Palmer introduced as a 
substitute for Mr, Spadiding’s resolution une 


requiring that the costs be paid provided 
that the finance committee in checking 
over thei found them to be in proper 
share. : 

his was one of the most cxciting mo- 
ments during the meeting of the board 
and in explaining his vote on the resolu- 
tion Commissioner Adair livened things up 
ccisiderubly by the statement he made. 


Mr. Adair’s Torrid Talk. 


When his name was called Commissioner 
Adair said: 

“I wish to go on record as voting against 
the payment of these bills, and ofrieny 
state my reasons for so doing. I do not 
believe that our lawmakers ever contem- 
plated that the tuxpayers of this county 
should be burdened to pay $420 per an- 
num to an officer whoSe position, it is 
said, yields over $30,000 per annum, and to 
whom the county furnisaes, at the ¢xpense 
of the taxpayers, ail books, stationery, pa- 
per,’ pencils, pins, ink, furniture amd fix- 
tures, heat and ice water; in fact, every- 
thing except clerk hire. According to bills 
reticered to us each month weé pay him a 
per diem of 38 for attending each court, 
aithough the litigants pay him costs in 
each case. He is paid 10 cents for every 
order he issues upon the treasurer for the 
pay of a juror, and when an attorney 
chances to be granted an excuse Yrom at- 
tending court on any, given day the tax- 
payers are required to pay the clerk 175 
eents for making a record of the order. 

“{ desire *o cali attention to the para- 
Attorney Rosser’s opinion in 
which he states that these last chavges 
are directly contrary to law; also that theré 
is no law authorizing the payment to the 
sheriff of $5 for serving each jury.

Such charges in particular cases should be 
against the parties in such cases and should 
become in-cases of insolvent criminal cases 
part of the clerk’s insolvent costs. Iinas-. 
much, however, as sw@ch charges have been 
approved by the judges of the cvurts, l 
would suggest that before you decline to 
pay such charges the attention of the 
judges be called to this subject so that 
they may, before refusal on your part, 
have the opportunity to decline, if they 
See® fit, to approve such orders.’’ ; 

From what was said at the meeting it 
would seem that the county has paid these 
orders for\some time during the past, and 
it was the opinion of Mr. Adair and others 
of the commission that the money should 
come back to the county treasury.

Judge Anderson, the leading attorney for 
the city. said yesterday that the city could 
not enforce an ordinance compelling the 
Consolidated to grant transfers under the 
c'ty’s present charter, but that the charter 
coula be so changed that such an ordi- 
nance could be passed and enforced, He did 
not know what course the city would take. 
Since the decision of the circuit court of 
appeals, much doubt has existed as to 
whether the city by any means could en- 
force an ordinance of the nature of the 
one that has been discussed in the courts. 
Judge Anderson settled the point yesterday 
when he said that the charter could be 
changed so as to make the ordinance come 


under the authority of the city. 


This is probably the course the city will 
pursue, if any action is taken, It is thought 
that it would: require less time and much 
less work to have the charter changed by 
the satate legisiature than to carry the 
case to the supreme court, 

In the former case the charter would be 
in ‘effect by the first of January and the 
new ordinance could be passed very soon 
thereafter, while in the latter much time 
would be required to prepare the papers 
for the United States supreme court, and 
after it was placed on the calendar of the 
court it is probable that several months 
would be lost bcfore the case would be 
reached, and it is believed that they would 
rather do the fighting before the legisia- 
ture.

MATTER GOES TO LEGISLATURE 


Council Will Be Asked To Exert Its 
' Influence. 


COMMITTEE HAS REPORTED ON A BILL 


Movement Has Met with Favor and 
Those Interested Feel Sure It 
Will Succeed.

pointed in accordance with the resolution 
of Counciiman Lumpkin to take steps 
looking to the closing af the business hous- 
es of Atlanta at 12 o’clock on Saturday 
he!d a meeting yesterday afternoon in the 
mayer’s office and took definite action.

An act similar to the laws of the states 
of New York and Oh‘o covering the matter 
of a legal Saturday half-holiday was pre- 
pared by the committee and will be submit- 
ted to council as its report, with the recom- 
mendation that the act be presented to the 
legislative committee of the council. 

The law adopted by the committee as its 
report is as follows: 


“An act making one-half of every Sat- 
urday during the months of May, June, 
July and August a legal holiday. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia that from 
and after the passage of this act each and 
every Saturday during foe menths of May, 
June, July. and August ot erech and every 
year shall be qa legal one-helf holiday, be- 
ginning at 12 o’clock noom and tnding 12 
o’c:ock midnight, for all purposes whatever. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid that all bills, checks, 
bonds or promissory notes presentable for 
payment or acceptance on Saturday Curing 
the months of May, June, July and August 
of each anfd every year or on the preceding 
day, if said preceding day be a legal holi- 
day, shall be presentable for acceptance or 
payment at or before 12 o’clock nown of 
such Saturday; but if not then paid or ac- 
cepted, a demand or aceeptance or payment 
thereof may he made and notice of protest 
or dishonor thereof may be give on the 
next succeeding secular business day.’’

Company Are Increasing. 


ANOTHER MORTGAGE IS FILED

Intervontions, Special Pleas and Many 
Petitions Ask Relief. 


RECEIVER WELLHOUSE IS IN CHARGE 


Fraud Is Alleged in Many Court Pa- 
pers—Nothing Is Heard from 
. Brewster. 


LARGE number of creditors of the 

Moody & Brewster Company appeared 

yesterday and some of them were 
made parties to the bill asking for a re- 
ceiver. The most sensational charge was 
in a bill filed by Mr. George C. Spence, 
representing the Marietta Knitting Mills, 
asking that the company be allowed to re- 
cover certain goods secured by Moody & 
Brewster under false representatfons. 

The bill charges fraud. The amount of 
goods bought amounted to $457.73, which 
were purchased on the Sth and 6th of May. 
it says in part: 

“That each and every of said sales were 
made upon the representation of Brewster 
that said firm of Moody & Brewster was 
pefectly solvent and had assets ample to 
cover all of its obiigations. Intervenor 
charges that Said representations were un- 
true and tiat said Moody & Brewster was 
insolvent at the time of each sale and that 
it was known that said Moody & Brewster 
and to the said Brewster, that said repre- 
sentations were untrue. 

“Intervenor charges that said false repre- 

sentations amounted to a fraud, which vi- 
tiated each and every sale to said Moody 
& Rrewster and prevented the title of said 
goods to pass from intervenor to sald Moody 
& Brewster.” 
‘-On the grotnd that the ropresentations 
made by Brewster were alleged to be false 
the bill asks that_the Marietta Knitting 
Mills to allowed to get the goods sold to the 
tirm out of the store. Judge Lumpkin grant- 
ed an order allowing the mills to search 
the store and if any of the goods which 
wefa sold to Moody & Brewster could bs 
found that they can be taken away. This 
was later refused and the goods were or- 
dered delivered to the temporary receiver. 

Another mortgage was filed in the clerk's 
office against the stock of the company. 
It was for $3,600 in favor of the Marietta 
Trust and Banking Company. The bill for 
receiver was filed yesterday morning and 
also the amendment. 

The petition for- receiver also charges 
fraud and says that the intention of the 
members of the firm was fraudulent, as 
they coulqd not, being in business such a 
Short time, have bought goods with the 
intention of paying for them. The petition 
reads: : 

“Petitioners show that not a single one of 
the mortgages given as above set fortn was 
&:ven to creditors by the firm of Moody & 
iSrewster. Having been in business but a

@ lien to pay debts not arising from the 
purchase of goods. Petitioners show that 
such a procedure is a fraud and that the 
facts set forth show the same to be a froud 
upon the creditors. It 4s inconceivable that 
being in business for a few months. with 
the stock on hand or disposed of reasonably 
in the course of trade, said Moody & Brew- 
ster should fairly be in a position where 
they should be compelled to give mortgages 
approximating $100,000 on saiq stock when 
not a mortgage was given to the creditors 
supplying the stock. 

“Petitioners further show that said facts 
indicate that when their goods were bought 
it was with the jntention chargeable to said 
Moody & Brewster of not paying therefor, 
and the intention was fraudulent. and 
therefore petitioners have the right to re- 
scind this sale of goods and to reelaim the 
same. and to haye @ judgment for the 
amount sold not now on hand. Said fraud- 
ulemt intent is particularly chargeable to 
said Brewster, and his intent is chargeable 
to the partnership.’’ a... 

The amendment was filed and allered 
that the members of the firm did not intend 
to pay for the goods they bought, but made 
representations that they would pay for 
them. Judge WLumpkin signed an order 
making Mr. Wellhouse the temporary re- 
ceiver and defining his duties until the per- 
manent receiver is appointed. It says: 


“It is further ordered that Moody & 
Brewster be enjoined from in anywise dis- 
posing of either their partnership or indi- 
viduaPussets or altéring or chhrging the 
status of their assets. This does 
not apply to the personal expense of them- 
seives or families. ‘ 

“It is ordereg that Henry Wellhouse ha 
apyointed temporary receiver to take charge 
at once of all of said aesets. of said de- 
fendants Moody & Srewster, F. A. Smyly 
& Co., Southern Pacific Guano Co., and that 
he hold the same to await the further order 
of this court. 

“Safa temporary receiver is ordered to 


effect insurance on said assets and to guard 
>the property. 


“In the meantime }+ is ordered that the 
mortgagees be restrained from taking any 
steps toward the foreclosure of their mort: 
gages.’ 

Mr. Wellhouse was busy yesterday en- 
geged in getting the affairs of the business 
The amount 
of liabilities has not yet béen learned. It 
will amount to avery large sum, the attor- 
neys say, but all the eredftors have not yet 
been heard from. The amount of assets is 
still a matter of-doubt. All the personal 
estate that can be secured will be placed in 
the hands of the court ang used as assets. 
Liens were prepared yesterday for one of 
the creditors on the personal property of 
Mr. ‘Moady.

Today will come in from 
Chickamauga over both roads at the rate 
of two or three an hour.™rhey will follow 
each other as fast as the men can be 
loaded on the cars at the Chickamauga 
camp. 

Running equipment to transport so many 
thousands of troops is almost impossible 
to obtain as fast as desired.\ The railroads 
have strained every effort to supply equip- 
ment as fast as needed, but after a few 
dozen trains go to Tampa it will be neces- 
to await the return of some of the 
soldiers.

Educational Board will Hold Two Ses- 
sions This Week. 


TEACHERS MAY BE DROPPED

This Is the First Time the Board Has 
Had a Chance to Dispose of 
Teachers First Hand. 


The board of education will hold two ses- 
sions this week. The first will oceur this 
afternocn in the office of Major W. IF. Sla- 
ton, superintendent of the public school 
system, and the other will be held next 
Saturday afternoon. 

The session today will be the regular 
monthly meeting of the board as is pro 
vided in the by-laws of the organization. 
At this meeting the pay rolls will be voted 
upon and the unfinished business brought 
over from the session last month will he 
taken up. There are several resolutions 
which are to come before the board, the 
most important of which is the one which 
is destined to take the place of rule 12, now 
repealed. . 

Rule 12 provided for the manner of mark- 
ing pupilg of the public schools. This was 
repealed at the last session to pave the 
way for a resolution introduced immediate- 
ly after by Mr. Oscar Pappenheimer. This. 
resolution, when it is adopted, will be 
known as rule 12, and provides that no 
written examinations shall be held in the 
public schools with a view to marking the 
pupils or in computing thelr averages. 

Written examinations may be held from 
time to time by the teacher or may be or- 
déred by,the principal or superintendent 
for the purpose of testing a class or pupil 
in the textbooks. Averages, both monthly 
and yearly, however, must be computed by 
marking pupils on their daily recitations. If 
a pupil is not promoted at the end of the 
term a written examination may be held 
upon demand. 

It is probable that this resolution will be 
adopted, although-it may be amended, The 
report of Major W. F. Slaton, who recent- 
ly made an examinaticn of the scheol sys- 
tems of Cincinnati, Cleveland, St. Louis 
Louisville and Nashville inthe interest 
of the board, will be received and will 
doubtless prove an interesting document. 


. The members of the board expect Major 


Slaton to suggest solutions te several prob- 
lems and he has announced that he will 
do" sd. 

The meeting next Saturday afternoon will 
be held by the board for the purpose of 
holding the election of teachers for the 
scnool system. This will be a meeting of 
great importance and the result of the elec- 
tions will be awaited with interest. 

This is the first fair chance the board has 
had at the roster of teachers and many 
beliave that sweeping changes wil be 
made. Others are of the opinion that the 
board will be contented with the work of 
the past year and will make changes only 
where they are absolutely necessary.

Atlanta Exchange Grain Letter. 


Chicago, June 1—In view of the severe 
break yesterday there was a natural re- 
act.on in wheat at the outset today. There 
was extensive buying for the short ac- 
count, but favorable crop reports and 
weather conditions soon asserted them- 
selves and a weakening tendency develop- 
ed. The entire advance was lost and 
prics declined below yesterday’s final quo- 
tations.

According to the week- 
ly crop bulletin by the 
Georgia section of the United States bureau 
Of agriculture, climate and crop service, 
there is promise of a bountiful yield of all 
crops. The report in full follows: 

Weekly Crop Bulletin for Week Ending 
Monday, May 30, lsy8.—Atianta, Ga., May 
oi, 138¥o: Tne general weatiner conditions 
have not materially changed during the 
past three weeks. ‘there have been nu sen- 
eral rains, only partially distributed jocal 
showers whose gvuod results were of short 
duration. Over most of the state crops are 
suffering for rain and very little improve- 
ment has been made. Cotton and corn are 
about holding their own; while ‘gardens, 
pastures and late Oats are nearly ruined 
by the drought. The dry weather enabled 
farmers to put their land in exceilent con- 
dition, but now it is Setting so hard that in 
many localities it cannot pe worked until 
it rains. Small grain ts being cut and turn- 
ing out well as a rule. 

‘She weather during the past week has 
been very warm, with littie or no- rain 
over the central counties, and all crops are 
needing mdisture. The conditions have been 
favorable for working and cieaning crops, 
and fields are generally free of grass and 
weeds. Cotton and corn have made some 
‘mprovemeni, but gardens and grass are 
badiy parened and burned. Wheat and oats 
are being harvested and are turning out 
very well. Late sown oats are ruined jn 
many sections by arought. The meion erop 
is only fair and will be Jate. There .ure a 
ereat many sweet potato siips to be set 
when a season admits. Sugar cane is doing 
well but needs rain. Plums are beginning 
to ripem The warin nights have been most 
favorable to cotton and with good rains a 
marked improvement would result. 

Much gvod resulted from good rains tn 
the nortnern counties the last two days of 
ast Week and crops have made consider- 
able advance. No rain has fallen during 
the past week and showers would ‘be bene- 
ficiai. Cotton is Erowing nicely in most 
sections and the felds are in £o00d, ciean 
condition. lt is taking on squares in sonte 
localities. Corn looks better, but in manv 
fields it is being’ injured by moles 
worms. A great many sweet potato 
were set early in week and are d ying 
but want rain. The Irish potato cr 
very poor and gardens are not good. 
harvest is in progress and the crop is 
turning outhsplendidly, but spring eats are 
a failure. 

Dry weather continues in the northeast- 
ern counties and rain is very much needed. 
A temporary relief waxy the result of the 
rains On tne 22d and 28d, but the ground is 
So dry .that it will take a day or two of 
Steady rain to penetrate the soil. Cotton 
nas: rnade some Improvemeni, but the 
Stands are bad. Gardens are drying up. 
Wheat is being harvested and is turning 
Out finely. Late oats areinfertor on ac- 
count of drought. Corn has about he!d its 
Own on low ground, while up!and eorn is 
firing. Peaches continue to fall some. but 
a very large crop is still left. There will 
be very few apples. 

In the eastern counties the weather eon- 
t{hues very dry and crops are showing the 
lll effecta. Fall oats and wheat turning out 
very weil, but spring oats are very poor. 
Corn and cotton are small and suffering 
for rain. Gardens and pastures. are fast 
drying up. There is a fine berry crop, and 
peacnes will be plentiful, but apples and 
Dears are a failure. Plums are plentiful 
and ripening. 

No rain has fallen in the southeastern 
counties and the drought is very damaging 
to growing crops in that section. Gardens 
are about ruined, pastures are badlv parch- 
ed, and in some counties stock water is very 
scarce. Rice is doing only fairly wejl and 
needs rain evry much. In many localities 
the land is too hard to work. Cotton and: 
corn are not doing well and cannot make 
any advance until the land is softened bv 
good soaking rains. The fruit outlook in 
this section is not encouragirtr.

tinues except where temporarily broken by 
local showers. Farmers are abvut through 
chopping cotton and hate been cutting 
oats. Corn and cotton needing rain badly, 
and have made little or no advance during 
the past week. All fields are nicely cleaned 
and in excellent condition to reap the full 
benfits of ae good rain. There is complaint 
of scarcity of water in portions of Brooks 
Melons are looking. wel] and thereis 
a good crop on the vines. Blackberries are 
ripening and the crop will be large. 

Some rain has fallen in the southwestern 
counties and crops are looking better. Corn 
has been plowed out the second time and 
many farmers are about through siding up 
their cotton. About all oats have been 
harvested and the yield has been only fair. 
sugarcane is looking well, but needs more 
rain. Melons are doing well where rain has 
fallen, but in some localities the vines are 
drying up. Gardens are badly in need of 
more moisture. Where the season permit- 
ted, a great many sweet potato slips were 
set. 

Partially distributed showers have fallen 
in the western counties, but over most of 
this section dry weather continues, to the 
detriment of nearly all crops. Cotton is do- 
ing well where rain has fallen; the warm 
nights have been very beneficial. Host of 
the crop has been plowed the second time. 
Corn is small and the stand is not vary 
good, but where not suffering from drought 
an improvement is noted. There is some 
complaint of lice on cotton In portions of 
Schiey count. Wheat and fall oats. which 
are being harvested, are turning out very 
well, but late oats are a failure. The peach 
outlook continues very good, and there will 
be a good many blackberries, some of which 
are ripening. 

Crops are suffering for rain !n the north- 
western counties; an the cool mornings 
and hot days have been injurious to cotten. 

‘he crop is not looking well as a rule, and 
the stands are poor. Early planted cornis 
doing fairly well, but the late planting 
not coming up well on account of the dry 
eondition of the soil. Oats and wheat 
will soon he ready to cut. Both crops have 
suffered some for want of cain. There is 
some complaint of rust on wheat. Peach 
outlook still most favorable. Irish potatoes

ENLISTING HERE 


Major Wilson Has Opened a Recruiting 
~ Office on Alabama Street. 


'BATTALION FROM ATLANTA 


Colonel P. H. Ray’s Immune Regiment 
Wfil Have Many from Here. 


OVER 300 MEN ALREADY ENLISTED 


Major Wilson Said Yesterday That 
He Was Raising Men Without 
Any Trouble Whatever. 

A States volunteer army has been 
opened in Atlanta and a new regiment 


is being formed to be sent into Cuba with 
the invading army now assembled in Tampa 
and Chickamauga. 

The regiment being formed is the Third 
regiment United States infantry volunteers 
and will be in command of Colonel P. H. 
Ray. Colonel Ray will reach the city the 
latter, part of this week and will give his 
personal dftention to the mustering in of 
the recruits as soon as the requisite num- 
ber for the regiment is secured, 

The enlistment office here ulder the 
management of Mr. Ed Wilson, of West 
End, who has been actively at work for 
several days. He recently received author- 
ity from the secretary of war to raise a 
company and his comm*gssion as captain 
was forwarded. Later his authority was 
increased and he was notified to ratse a 
battalion of the new regiment, to recéive 
a commission of major as soon as the bat- 
talion was raised and the regiment thor- 
oughly organized and equipped. Acting on 
this authority, Mr. Wilson went to work 
and yesterday his list of recruits had near- 
ly reached. 300 men, the number necessary 
for the battalion.

General George Moorman Suggests That 
They See the Roads Again. 


PROPOSES THE ZONE SYSTEM 


Thinks the Companies Could Well Af- 
ford To Try It. 


1T WOULD BRING THOUSANDS HERE 


Great Excursions Would Come from 
Texas and Virginia to the July 
satisfactory meeting yesterday after-

Most of the chairmen of committees re- 
ported that everything was moving along 
all right for the July reumion, 

General George Moorman was present, 
and he said he had-but one suggestion to 
make, and that was to induce the railroads 
to give lower rates for long distances. He 
thought it might be possible to get them. to 
establish a zone system, charging 1 cent a 
mile say within a certain radius and he-~ 
yond that making the rate a fixed charge. 
He did not suggest any distance for the 
radius, but his idea was to keep the prom- 
ised rate of 1 cent a mile for say a radius 
of 400 miles of Atlanta. Between 400 and 
500 miles make the rate say $8; 900 to 600 
miles, $9; 600 to 700 miles, $10. 

The adjutant general of the veterans 
named no scale,*as just stated, but these 
figures illustrate his idea. 

This zone system was tried for New Or- 
leans and the Birmirgham reunions, BMbir- 
mingham got remarkably low rates and 
the attenuance was very large. It was only 
$2.0 for a ticket from New Orleans to 
Birmingham and return. When the reunion 
was held at New wWr.eans the most remote 
Texas points had a rate of $2.50 for the 
round trip. That zone system Was ¢on- 
structed on a rate of something like half a 
cent a mile. 

“If you can get a very low rate, such as 
we had:at New Orleans and Birminginam, 
thousands of people will come merey as 
spectators,’ said General Moorman. ‘The 
railroads can do an enormous business 
from as far north as Virginia and as far 
west as Texas. I- know that the revenue 
would be small for the individual, but on 
thousands it would amount to a great sum. 
The roads which are far away, the Texas 
for instance, might not be «atisfied

The argument of the latter usual- 
ly is that the low rates affect all their 
passenger business in the territory, and 
they claim that they lose on the passengers 
who would be traveling anyway. In answer 
to this it may be said that the regular 
commercial travel 4s suspended to a great 
extent during immense movements of this 
character. This is because the trains are 
crowd@d ‘and are apt to be delayed when 
so many people are traveling.
